• Yet darrc'tt, with only-'about 40 street lamps, 100 private contract arc lamps 


and 3,000 contract-incandescent lamps on its circuits, could not tell whether or 
not its light plant was on a paying basis.

The accountant^ reported .p.cn .erasures on the water records, resulting in a 


tangle.that,calls.for the starting of a new record. He.found that clerks had even 
made .changes-in ..the'assessments without consulting the council. 


In many cases the original papers were not on filei; and'no books were to be 


fovrnd. Even the. Trea'surcr-'s cash book from May 31, 1897, to January 1,1902, 'a 
period of nearly five years, was missing! However, as' the" expenditures checked 
correctly-with.the ledger the only conclusion was that the missing cash record was 
simply a proof;'of monumental carelessness. 


. The mere fact of .such chronic carelessness in keeping the city accounts would, 


however, prove a pretty serious-matter, were Garrett to go into the money market 
with bonds or other securities for sale..
